As annoutced iu a special Drily Press 
{telegram General Barnhard von Werder, for- 
nerly German Ambassador in St. Petersburg, 
died on March 19, at hig rasidenca in Berlin. 
Tho Times rays: General von Werder. who 
was in his 85th year, was known throughout 
the diplomatic world'as the close personal friend 
‘af threes successive Tsary and as the devoted 
military and nolitics’ servant of thres German 
Emperors. His. deach way she said to. hare 
Droken ‘one of the historical links which cou- 
nected the Courts of Berlin and St. Paterabarr. 

Franz Wilhelm Bernhard von Werder war 
porn at Potsdam in 1823 and was the gon of 
an officer of the Ist Foot Guards who after. 
wards commanded this the premier recimant in 
the Prussian army, The youog Werder was 
thas born, 28 il were, in the purple, and a career 
which began on one of the heighest rungs of 
the military ladder was open to him from the 
onteot. He first served in his father's regiment, 
and in 1866 he war appointed colonel in oom- 
mavd of the Guards Fusiliers, whom: he Jed 


with great distinction at {he battle of 
Kouiegriitz, ond for his share in tho 
Prussian victory be received the Prnesian 


Order Pour le Mérite, Hiscomexinn with the 
Russian Imperial Court began in 1869, 
when he war sont to St. Petersburg as mililary 
“plenipotentiary,” an exceptional tittle aod 
rank which corrspontel with the intimate 
; personal and military. relations between the King 
of Prussia and the Tsar. His simple. straight- 
forward wave aud lis soldiorlike qualities goon 
won for him the ynreserved confidence and 
esteem of Alexander JI.
